A QUARTER MILLION OF 
EMIGRANTS. 


‘Tho truth with regard to emigration this 
year has not been overstated. The pro 
bability now is that the highest estimates 
that have yet been made are mucl too low. 
Reports received at Castle Garden, from 
all parts of Europe, indicate 25,000 as not 
far from the number that may be looked 
for at this port, this year. If this be true, 
1864 will be the second most remarkable 
year for emigrarion in the annals of our 
history. Not only villages, but whole coun- 
ties in Ireland and England will be emptied 
of their able bodied industrial populations. 
Within the last two months the excitement 
on the subject has been intensified by tho 
arrival of scores of agents in Lreland and 


| England from here sent out to engage fuc- 


tory hands, farmers, mechanics, and labor- 
ers of every description at prices which 
must be irresistubly tempting to the poorly 
requitted peasants and drudges of the old 
country. ‘The dissemination of pamphlets 
and circulars, the publication of articles 
from American newspapers by Irish jour- 
nale have also swelled the tide. Such is 
the unprecedented demand for passages to 
this country for the next two months, that 
we understand that the packet lines here 
are selling no tiekets for the hither voyage 
to be used before the first of July next.— 
Tt is pleasant to be able to state that the 
class of emigrants who are coming out are 
very superior, the majority of them being 
small farmers or mechanics, who bring pro- 
perty with them, and are industrious, fru- 
gal, sober people.—V. Y. Journal of Com-

“J stopped near a village to feed my 
horse and refresh myself, and here I dis- 
covered for the first time the state of the 
poor in the vicinity. When my horse had 
eaten his corn from a blanket, several grains 
lay scattered on the ground. ‘Three half- 
clad children came and gathered them up 
and ate them, I was interested in one of 
them, a little girl, and called her to me,and 
upon questioning her, she said they had not 
eateu a piece of bread for three days, their 
only food having been wild greens gathered 
from the fields. Sbe said her father was 
killed in the first battle of Fredericksburg, 
and there was no one now in the neighbor- 
hood to whom they could apply for help. 
[ gave them what I had in my’ haversack 
and Jeft them enjoying themselves.” 

Many such instances might bo added. 
The citizens of that section should at once 
take some action in the matter.

THE OLD TACTICS. 


Rumors are afloat about Parliamentary cir- 
cles that the old corrupt practices of the Car- 
\ier-Mucdonald party are again being freel, 
resorted to. They are on this account well 
watched, and the items putin the estimates 
carefully scanned. It turns out that the 
Finance Minister bas put in the balf-yearly 
ostimates an item of $18,000 to defray the 
expenses of running the tug-boats, Betow 
Quebec. When the McDonald-Dorion Min- 
istry came in, they found that this tug steamor 
business was a thorough job, kept afloat ata 
cost to the Province of $75,000 per annam, 
tnerely for the purpose of giving employment 
to a number of government leeches, Hence 
the steamers were offered for sale, and the 
policy of the Government announced, to cease 
running them. Well, what is the present 
position of the question? The present Min- 
istry has re-engaged the employees dismissed 
by their predecessors, and ask Parliament for 
the sum of $18,000 to pay current expenses, 
with a prowise to ask a further sum in the 
estimates for the whole year. This steamer 
question involves the renting of docks and 
warchousos, It is said that one of the most

We have cotton mills, the material for 
which is brought from India, via England, 
paying half a dozen profits and two or three 
freights, before it reaches the mills, Why 
then, should not linen factories be establish- 
ed in various localities, to work up the flax 
grown almost at their own doors. This 
would not only promote Canadian manufac- 
tures, but Canadian agricniture; and such 
a branch of industry, though it would get 
it, would not require protection, seeing 
that it is eminently natural and advantage- 
ous all round. The raw material would be 
produced in the country, the whole process 
of manufscture would be carried on in the 
Country, and the market for the masufac- 
tured goods would be found in the country, 
thus Saving freights, insurance and profits 
to Britain, on the flax, and from Britain 
on the linen goods. We do not know the 
Amount of’ capital required for a commence- 
ment of the linen mauufa 
scale; but, we think, wore there a fuctory

HOW THE MONEY GOES, 


We submit a sketch of the proceedings 
of the House of Assombly in committee of 
It will show. how the 
people's money is spent, and the callous in 
| difference of Galt to the univorsal desire of 
| keeping down taxation. He is here proved 
to bo & most extravagant manager of the 
people's money, and has a ready excuse for 
every objection made to his waste. No 
wonder he is desirous of burdening the 
country with stamp act. He onght not 
to be allowed to remain finance minister for 
ja day long The people of Canada will 
yot learn to curse the name of Galt. 

When tho House went into committee a 
jnumber of items were passed without dis- 
cussion.—On the item “ Contingent expen- 
ses of the Administration of Justice in Low 
jer Canada not otherwise provided for, $75,- 
345," 
Mr, A. A. Dorion said that this estimate 
|which was founded on the expenditure of 
last yoar, was too high. The expenditure 
of last yoar included un item of $5,000, im- 
|properly charged under that head which 
| belonged to the Public Works Department. 
It so happened, also, that a large amount 
{of the payments of contingencies of eheriffs, 
&o,, in tho new Judicial Districts, was only 
paid on account in 1862, thus swelling the 
expenditure of 1863 beyond what properly 
belonged to that year, ‘The total apparent 
expenditure in 1868 under that head was 
$364,000. For the reason he had oxplain- 
ed he believed that $345,000 would'be an 
ample estimate for 1864. 

Mr. Galt said he was obliged to Mr. Do- 
rion for these explanations, and glad to 
hear that though they were asked to yote 
the sum named 10 the estimates, there was 
a probability that the actual expenditure 
would be considerably less on the item 
* Penitentiary, Reformatories, Prison In- 
spection.”’ 

In reply to Mr. Dorion, 

Mr. John A, Macdonald said it was his 
intention to bring down a Bill for amending 
the presont Inspection Act. Tho present 
Act was an experimental Bill in a great 
measure, but under its provisions there had 
been a marked improvement in the gaols of 
Upper Canada. ‘Three new gaols had been 
built under the improved system, and fif- 
teen old ones already had been improved so 
as to meet the requirements of the statute. 
It was found, too, that the improved classi- 
fication and separation of prisoners had a 
very good effect, Since the new gaol was 
opened at Ottawa, the nnmber of commit- 
ments had considerably decroased. In the 
old gaol the criminals were huddled togoth- 
er, which gratified their compunionsbip ; 
and though the new gaol was more comfor- 
tuble and infinitely preferable in a sanitary 
point of view, yet as the prisoners were se- 
parated and had no companionship, they 
kept out of it as much as possible, 

Mr. A. A. Dorion suggested the desira- 
bility of some improvement in the manage- 
ment of refprmatorics, 

Mr. McUonkey bore testimony to the 
good management of the Penotanguisheno 
reformatory. 

Mr Dorion said thavin the ower Canada 
reformatory every juvenile delinquent costs 
the country $285 per annum. te thoaght | 
this enormous, and believed that it there 
was a lange farm attached to the institution, 
it might be mide self supporting and the) 
inmates would be better qualified for carn- 
ing a livelihood on leaving the institution. 

Mr. MeVonkey said that a furm is at- 
tached to the Penetanguishene Reforma- 
tory, . It is still a new:furm; but he did 
not doubt that the institution would by 
and by bo self‘supporting. 

Mr. McGivern said that the total expon- 
diture last year under this head was $146,- 
000, for the current half year the estimate | 
was $91,000.— Why so large ? 

Mr. Galt said that the principal increase 
was in the additional expenditure for build-| 
ings 

Mr. Macdougall’ said’ that the Govern- 
ment last yedr had Stopped the work on 
several expensive buildings that were going 
on.—He thought this was a class of expen-| 
diture on which a check ought to be placed, | 
He observed $10,000 as an cstimate for 
the buildings at Penctanguishone for the 
six months. 

Mr Galt said that the most of that had | 
already been spent. “This Government was | 
only continuing the expenditure on these 
buildings commenced by the late Govern-| 
ment. — | 

Mr. A. Mackenzio called attention to the 
large amount spent in the Montreal gaol 
for blankets, bedding, mon’s jackets, trou- 
ters, shirts, shoes, women’s petticoats, shoes, 
socks, &e,—Hoe said, from the quantitics 
going it appeared as if people wore sent to 
Montreal gaol in order to. get clothed, 
(Langbter.)

Mr. Brown asked Mr, Cartier to explain! 


why, after all his boasting of reduction in 
the expenses of the Administration of Jus 
tice in Canada Kast, they were still much 
largor than for Upper Canada. 

Mr. Cartier said that he had effected a 
reduction each year from 1856 to 1862.— 
After that he was not responsible. 

Mr. Brown said that in 1856 the admin- 
istration of Justice Wost cost $204,000, 
Kast $384,000; in 1857, West $214,000, 
Hast $409,000. There was no reduction 
there, In 1853 the Administration 
Justice West cost $330,000, Kast $304, 
000. He admitted that there had been a 
reduction of expenditure in Lower Canada, 
but still it was greater than in Upper Can- 
ada, although with forty thousand fewer 
people. 

Mr. Cartier—but we send fuwer people 
to the Penitentiary, 

Mr. Brown said that Mr, Cartier had 
made that statement very confidently on a 
former occasion, but it was not correct.— 
He held in his hand the report of the pris 
on Tuspectors, published in 1862. They 
stated that in 1861, the total number of 
prisoners in the gaols of Upper Canada was 
5,672, and in the gaols of Lower Canada, 
5,201, If the number of prisoners had 
been in proportion to the population, the 
excess in Upper Canada would have been 
1,100 instead of 470. Upper Canada, 
therefore, in proportion to population, had 
between 800 and 900 prisoners fewer than 
Lower Canada.— Hear, hear.

MINISTERIAL EXPLANATIONS. 
CONFIDENTIAL MEMORANDUM. 


The Government are prepared to state 
that immediately after the prorogation 
they will address themselves in the most 
earnest manner to the negotiation for a con- 
federation of sll British North American 
provinces. That failing a successful issue 
tosuch negociations they are prepared to 
pledge themselves to the Legislature during 
next session of Parliament for the pu 
ol remedying the existing difficulties by in- 
troducing the Federal principle for Canada 
alone, coupled with such provisions as will 
permit the maritine provinces and the north 
west territory to be hereafter incorporated 
in the Canadian system. That for the pur- 
pose of carrying on the negotiations, and 
settling the details of the promised legisla- 
tion, a Royal Commission shall be issued 
composed of three members of the Govern- 
ment and three members of the Opposition, 
of whom Mr. Brown shall be one, and the 
Government pledge themselves to give all 
the influence of the administration to secure 
to the said commission the means of advano- 
ing the great object in view. The subject 
to the House permitting the Government to 
carry through the public business, no disso- 
lution of Parliament shall take place, but 
tle adwinistration will again mect the pre- 
sent House.’
